New Delhi, the 8th June 1802 

No. 15-TG(2)/62.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 6 of the 
Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (32 of 1934), as in force in India and as applied to the 
State of Pondicherry, and in partial modification of the notification of the Gov- 
emment of India in the late Commerce Department No. 24-T(l) /37, dated the 
29th January 1938, in so far as that notification relates to Tibet, the Central 
Government hereby declares Tibet to be a foreign territory for the purposes of 
the said section and directs that a duty of cutoms at the rate prescribed by or 
under the said Act or any other law for the time being In force leviable on any 
article, when inmorted into, or exported from a port in India or the State of 
Pondicherry, shall be leviable on any such article when imported or exported as 
the case may be, by land from or to Tibet.
